These handsome foliage plants of the lily family 
are native chiefly to the old world tropics. 


The name Dracaena comes from the Greek for 
“female dragon”; the coloring matter, or Dragon’s 
Blood, comes from the Dracena Draco, a native of 
the Canary Islands and known as early as 1640. 


Dracaenas are varied in size, shape and growth 
habits. They are most widely used as pot planis, 
or for planter boxes, as well as for patio plantings 
and shrubbery border beds in Central and South 


Florida. 


Probably the best reason for the tremendous 
popularity of Dracaena is their ability to stand ad- 
verse conditions indoors. Their extreme hardiness 
to dry indoor conditions and the ease of cultivation, 
as well as the attractive colored foliage, makes them 


one of the most desirable plants. 


A weekly watering, an occasional spraying of the 
foliage, a little fertilizer twice a year—Dracaena 
requirements are simple. They prefer a combina- 
tion soil of peat and topsoil, and will grow in either 
shaded or light locations.

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Some of the new growth on my Hibiscus is coming in odd thick 
shapes, and the flowers are dwarfed and do not open. Can some- 
thing be done about this? 


This condition, which was formerly thought to be a virus condi- 
tion, is now proven to be a deficiency of Molybdenum. One 
teaspoon of sodium molybdate to 1 gallon of water, used as a 
spray on the foliage and a soil drench, will correct this condition.

I have a double hibiscus which has just begun to bloom this 
spring and it is single. What has happened? 


Probably it is just the season. Some double varieties bloom single 
during the first part of the spring, and will go back to the double 
before long. Should cold have damaged the plant and you cut it 
back severely, you may have cut off the plant below the graft, 
and the old root stock has come back.

I have seen a shrub used as a hedge in South Florida which the 
natives called “Flame of the Woods.” Do you know it, and can 
it be grown here? 


Flame of the Woods is the common name of Ixora coccinea, and 
it is used very often in Central Florida. Although it is damaged 
occasionally, it comes back rapidly and blooms nearly all year.

Will you publish a formula to kill a strong stand of bamboo? 


You could either use CMU, or one of the arsenicals. Please 
remember, however, that anything that would kill the bamboo 
would sterilize the soil, rendering it useless to grow any type of 
plant for one to two years. Also you will have to be careful of 
the winddrift when spraying, and also you can not use it near the 
root systems of other plants. Since these formulaes are so com- 
plicated and are so dangerous to use around other plants, we 
would recommend your asking your County Agent, local nursery- 
man, or the State Extension or Experiment Station to help you 
with this project.

I thought Orchids were air plants; one of my neighbors has a 
plant she calls Nun’s Lily Orchid which grows in soil. Do true 
orchids grow in soil? 


Yes, there are terrestrial or earth growing orchids in a number of 
varieties. Some orchids are epiphytes or air growing orchids are 
thrive attached to bark or tree fern root. Both types produce 
very lovely bloom.

Summer is coming on fast and we have a new home in a new 
subdivision with no shade. What can you recommend as a fast 
growing tree? 


There are rapid growing trees, but they would not do much for 
you this summer. The Enterlobium or Ear Tree grows rapidly 
and makes nice shade; the Austrailian Silk Oak is another; you 
might use Eucalyptus or Melaleuca. 

For immediate shade, you might ask for one of our Landscape 
Architects to plan for a grouping of tall Cocos Plumosa Palms 
to provide shade now. There would be no charge for this 
advice on placing palms for maximum result.
